Sticks of dynam ite were 
placed on the rails, which disabled the 
engine by blowing the flanges off the 
pony trucks and brought the tra in to a 
. stop. 
T aking the fireman, two of the high­ 
w aym en proceeded to go through the 
train, and ?very car from the express 
c a r to the rear Pullm an, w as searched. 
N othing was obtained from the express 
car, for there was no treasu re on board, 
In the mail car b etter success w as met, 
-and Portland, Tacom a, Seattle and Vic­ 
toria, B. C., registered 
sacks 
were 
rifled. 
Passengers were also searched 
p retty thoroughly, but ju st w hat suc­ 
cess w as m et w ith is not known. 
It is estim ated th a t the robbers se­ 
cured from $2,000 to $4,000 altogether. 
One passenger in the Pullm an gave up 
$400; others 
contributed 
in 
am ounts 
ranging from $3 to $90. W hen the cause 
of the stoppage of the train w as known 
‘the passengers began hiding money and 
valuables, throw ing them 
under 
the 
seats, in hat racks, and stuffing boots 
and shoes. 
M any afterw ard s dug up 
and gave a t the robbers’ request. 
A fter the chief robber had secured his 
booty he ordered the engineer to pro­ 
ceed north. 
He then shot out the head­ 
lig h t and lined five additional shots, 
which was a signal to his companions. 
They then disappeared in the darkness. 
One highw m an took a h asty shot a t 
Conductor K earney, who was in charge 
of the train, but no dam age resulted. 
The police have a good description of 
th e men, and Superintendent Fields, of

m ade to a higher court. 
W hen the news reached here the rage 
of the people knew no bounds. 
H ere 
the crim e w as com m itted and here good 
people dem anded th a t Price should get 
the punishm ent th a t he deserved. They 
saw in the respite a chance th a t he 
would escape. 
So they took the law 
Into th eir own hands. They storm ed the 
rickety old jail. It w as not long before 
P rice’s body w as 
dangling 
from the 
lim b of a tree. 
R um ors reached the jail guard early 
in the evening th a t m any stran g ers had 
been seen in the o u tsk irts of the town, 
and th a t lynching w as probably their 
object. 
Price, upon learning this, be­ 
cam e greatly alarm ed, and begged to 
be spirited aw ay, bu t the guards dis­ 
covered, to their dism ay, 
th a t every 
avenue of escape w as cut off.

to give up their prisoner.

In former years prices for the do­ 
mestic products entering into a spirit­ 
ed celebration of the Fourth were en­ 
tirely controlled by the combine and 
prices were Kept up to the very high­ 
est notch, as a result of which several 
of the American manufacturers, in­ 
cluding Hunt of Weymouth, Mass., the 
first American to make fireworks, be­ 
came very wealthy from their busi­ 
ness.

Directors and the City Physicians Met 
Last Night. 
"The Oak Lawn Hospital association 
will open its hospital on or about the 
first day of September, freq to the use 
of all resident physicians, subject to 
such charges for room, attendance 
and board as the directors may decide 
upon. 
If the physicians so desire two 
or three of their number, to be select­ 
ed by the physicians, will be placed 
upon the board of directors to the hos­ 
pital.” 
This was the very liberal proposi­ 
tion that the beard of directors of the 
Oak Lawn hospital made to the city 
physicians 
at 
the joint 
meet­ 
ing 
held 
in 
the rooms of the 
Business Men's Association last even­ 
ing, when plans were made and ways 
and means discussed. 
Captain W. T. 
Vankirk presided, and stated that the 
ladies had several plans ic view for 
raising money, and the late Dr. Henry 
Palmer made a clause in his will that 
if the income on his property amount­ 
ed to $1500 or over, the last $500 
should yearly go to the support of Oak 
Lawn hospital. Dr. Gibson stated that 
the hospital could run indefinitely on 
the present financial prospects, but 
that there should be some physicians 
on the board of directors, which sen­ 
timent Captain Vankirk endorsed. No 
definite conclusion was reached, but 
the matter will also be considered at 
the meeting of physicians at Dr. Palm­ 
er’s office tonight. 
Dr. J. D. W hiting’s Idea. 
Dr. J. B. Whiting’s idea of the mat­ 
ter seemed to be endorsed 
by the 
others present. 
He said there was 
not a physician in the city but what 
could fill the hospital with charity 
patientt in thirty days. 
Considerable 
discretion was needed and people who 
could be given better accommodations 
at the couoty hospital than they had 
at home should be taken to that insti­ 
tution, while those who had been ac­ 
customed to better 
quarters, 
and 
would suffer in consequence if placed 
where they could have less comforts 
and luxuries, should be taken to Oak 
Lawn. 
It should be, he thought, 
more of an emergency hospital, and 
should be used mainly for emergency 
cases. 
He also made a proposition to 
the effect that he would give ten per 
cent, of all his fees received from the 
patients taken to the hospital provided 
that such a proposition would be en­ 
tered into by the other physicians, or he 
would gite a subscription of five dol­ 
lars if the hospital would open imme­ 
diately. 
Favored Im m ediate O pening. 
Dr. Whiting also said that he re­ 
gretted that the institution could not 
be opened before September I and he 
thought it would be a good idea if 
some arrangement 
could 
be made 
whereby a portion of 
the hospital 
might be used and allow the tenant, 
Rev. 
Victor Southworth, 
who has 
been guaranteed 
a residence there 
until that time 
in consideration of 
his takiog care of the premises. 
He 
also argued 
that if the 
hospital 
should be a'lowed 
to go down 
it 
would 
be many 
years before the 
public would trust them with funds 
for another institution of that kind. 
The meeting was entirely informal, 
after the 
directors’ proposition had 
been read by Secretary S. B. Smith, 
and several physicians 
beside Dr. 
Whiting expressed their ideas Dr. 
George H. Fox stating that he had not 
been in the city long enough to give 
him much of an idea about the con­ 
ducting of a hospital, but in order to 
succeed it must be conducted properly, 
and that Dr. Palmer's hospital was bo 
expensive that the physicians could not 
now or ever support it.

The boom in trade this year is the 
m ost significant in three decades.

B ut the prostration brought by the 
tariff tinkers of the Cleveland admin­ 
istration 
so greatly

am ount paid for labor, which const!* 
tutee the purchasing power of the 
millions, th a t substantial recovery in 
business and in the various industries 
could not be expected until the people 
were enabled by larger earnings to 
expend more freely. 
So the first clear 
sign of recovery was the advance in 
wages a t many establishm ents, nota­ 
bly a t the coke works and a t many 
cotton mills.

RAN FOR DEAR LIFE 
FROW AN OIL FIRE 


WORKMEN DRIVEN FROM THE 
BURNS BUILDING. 


Loss of $3030 Caused by the Explosion 
of a Gasoline Lamp in Ben. Han­ 
son’s 
Paint 
Shop—Twenty-Five 
Carriages Burned—Flames Spread 
Very Fast. 


There was a $2,000 lose by fire in 
the J. H. Burns carriage factory at 
8:30 this morning and two men nar­ 
rowly escaped. 
They 
were 
Ben 
Hanson and 
John 
Hoefier. 
Both 
men lost their entire stock of tools and 
materials. 
A g a s o lin e p a in t-b u rn er c a u se d th e 
fire.

Hanson, who occupies most of the 
upper part of the building as a paint 
shop, was lighting the gasoline lamp 
he eses to blister the paint on old 
buggies. The lamp refused to burn 
bu adily for a moment. Then it flared 
up and threw flames in every direc* 
tion. 
Near by was the gallon can of 
gasoline ont of wh ich the lamp had 
been filled. This was ablaze in a 
second. 
Hanson kicked at it desper­ 
ately hopiog to send it through the 
open door into the street. 
Instead it 
burst and the borning oil was thrown 
about the room. 
How Hanson escaped is a mystery. 
He had barely time to get tnrough 
the door and out on the broid carriage 
stairs before the room was a sheet of 
flames. 
With him ran John Hoefier, 
the carriage trimmer on the same 
floor. 
H otter had tried for a moment 
to check the fire with water but was 
forced to retreat so rapidly that he 
was unable even to catch up his hat. 
H e lp A t H and In sta n tly . 
The Burna building stands at the 
corner of Franklin and Wall streets. 
so the west side engine house is but 
half a block away. 
Firemen were on 
the spot almost instantly and four 
powerful streams were pouring into 
the shop as soon as hose could be laid. 
Direct pressure was quickly obtained, 
and the pressure was very effective 
from the first. 
The fire was literally 
drowned out—a difficult task in rooms 
full of paints, oils and dry lumber. 
In the few minutes the fire burned 
it destroyed twenty-five 
carriages, 
Hanson's outfit of paints, oils and 
tools, and John Hoe tier’s shop equip­ 
ment of tools and trimmers’ supplies, 
besides demolishing most of the wood­ 
work in the second story and eating 
through the roof. 
The first floor of 
J. H. Burns' 6hop, was not 
injured 
except by water. The losses are esti­ 
mated as follows:

Louis tichutt. the wood­ 
worker in the shop, had five, Will ti. 
Ashcraft had one, Nela Hanson one, 
T. P. Burns one, and Ben Hanson him­ 
self, had one. 
The loss fell especially heavy on 
Hanson, who was just establishing a 
good business, after being laid up for 
a long time with a broken arm. 
He 
had no insurance, and was left with­ 
out tools, stock or money. A subscrip­ 
tion for his benefit was started in the 
crowd when 
these 
facts became 
known. 
T. B. Burns, owner of the building 
had $1,700 insurance; $500 in the 
Norwich Union and $500 in the Lon­ 
don and Lancanshire. represented by 
A. J. Baker and $700 in the Union of 
Philadelphia, represented by H. H. 
Blanchard. J. H. Burns, the occupant 
of the lower floor, had $400 insurance 
on his stock written with
